(XXTV of 194()), 'the 
Central OoveniTnent is pleased to make the following Order, namely: — 

1. (i) This Order may be called the Cotton Textiles (Control of Movement) 
Order, 1948. 

fii) If evtendi tn all the Provinces of India. 

(ill) It shall come into force at once 

2. In this Order, unless there is anything re.]nionaut in the subject or con- 
text — 

(a) ‘'Aitparel’' includes a varment or other article of personal or domestic 
use made wholly or principally from cloth other than knitted cloth 
but does not include old or used garments: 

(h) "Carrier" includes a railway administration oj' any other person 
engaged in the bns'ness of transporting property from place t<J 
[)lace by land. air. sea or inland navigation : 

(o) "Hosiery" means stockings, vests, drawers, or other articles of per- 
sonal use made froni knitted cloth or knitted from yarn ; 

(d) "Choth" and "Yarn" have the same meaning as they have in the 

Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 1948: 

(e) "Textile Commissioner means the Textile Commissioner, the Addi- 

tional Textile (’'•ommissiontjr or the -Joint Textile Commissioner 
appointed by' the Central Government and includes any officer 
authorised ^y such Textile Connnissianer to ex^i.se aJ' or anv of 
the ]>owers of the Textile Commissioner -under this Order. 

S. Xo person shall transport or cause to be transported by rail, road, aif, sen 
or inland navigation any cloth, yarn or ajnmrel except under and in accordance 
with — 

(i) a general permit notified in the Gazette of India by the Textile Com- 
missioner; or 

(ii) it special transfWirt ]>erinit issued by the Textile Commissioner. 

4. The Textile Commissioner may by order itr writing direct any carrier to 
close the booking and transport of cloth, apparel, hosiery or yarn or anv class 
or description thereof hy rai . road, air, s4a or inland navigation between such 
place.s and for sneb period as in-iv be specifiedwhi t^e order, ^pd such carrier 
shall comply with the order. 
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5 The Textile Commissionei' may, by notification published iti the Ga^ede • 
of Indii, prohibit the transport of clotli, apparel, hosiery or yarn or any class 
or description thereof how any place within such area as is siiee.ified m the 
notification to anv place outside that axen by mvl, road, air, sea or inland naM- 
gation except under siicli conditiQim, liiuitatious and restrictions as may lie s(^ 
specified.

pect of which he has reasonable cause to suspect that a contraven- 
tion of this Order has been eonnnitted. 


8. The Textile Commissioner may, by notification in the Gazette of India, 
prescribe the manner in which any applieat’ons for n spee-iai transport permif 
under this Order shall he made. 


9. Any court trying a contravention of any of the provisions of this Ordei 
may, without prejudice to any other sentence which it may pass, direct th^ 
any article or articles in respect of which if is .satisfied that the Order has been 
contravened, sha'J he forfeited to the Central Government. 

10. The Cotton Textiles (f^ontrol of Movement) Order. 1946, i.s hereby re- 
pealed; provided that anything done or deemed to have been done under ani 
provision of the said Order shall be deemed to have been done under the 
corresponding provision of this Order, and any reference in any instrument tc 
any provision of the said Order or any notifications issued themunder shall b( 
deenied to be a reference to the corresponding provision of this Order, or ani 
notification issued thereunder.
